Paris, Jan. 26.—The reply to the re- 
fusal of the Dutch government to com- 
ply with the demand of the allies for 
the surrender of former Emperor Wil- 
liam was the first subject discussed to- 
day at the initial meeting of the council 
of the ambassadors, created to carry 
on the unfinished routine work of, the 
supreme council of the peace cdnfer- 
ence which disbanded last week. 
It 
was decided that the French legal ex- 
perts available should go into all the 
aspects of the case and prepare the 
reply, which probably will be submitted 
for approval of the council next week. 


The discussion in the council did not 
disclose the trend of opinion among the 
members further than it appeared to 
be the view that the legal phase of the 
question had become the chief one. 
The council was presided over by 
Premier MHIerand. Hugh C. Wallace, 
the American ambassador was present 
with the other members of the body. 
After disposing for the day of the ex- 
tradition question, the council decided 
to give the representatives of the Jugo 
Slavs four days additional time to reply 
regarding the proposed compromise on 
the Adriatic question, including the dis- 
position of Flume 
This carries the 


question along until Wednesday. 
The council received a letter from 
Stanilas Patek, Polish minister of for- 
eign affairs, calling attention to the 
possibility of a strong aggressive -move- 
ment by the Bolshevik! against Polish 
territory and recommending that a plan 
be adopted for defensive measures. The 
letter asked that the question be called 
to the attention of Marshal Foch. 
The council also had before it a note 


from the German plenipotentiaries rais- 
ing certain points regarding the make 
up of the boundary commissions pro- 
vjo*d for by the treaty of Versailles.

was estimated by the National City 
bank today at $200,000,000,000 compared 
with $40,000,000,000 In-1914. 


Paper currency throughout the world 
increased 600 per cent since 1914 while 
the gold reserve behind it increased 
only 40 per cent, according to statistics 
compiled by the bank. The face value 
of paper currency of 30 principal coun- 
tries, 
which totalled $7.250.000 
in 


1914, had increased to $40,000.000.000 at 
the, time of the armistice and to $SO,- 
000 000,000 in December, 1919, exclusive 
of $34.000,000,000 issued by the Russian 
Soviet government. 


Germany. Austria-Hungary. Turkey 
and Bulgaria show an advance in note 
circulation from $1.20,000,000 io 1914 to 
$12.300.000.000 at the close ofthe war 
and $18.770,000.000 in December. 1919. 
the gold reserve falling from $600.000.- 
000 in 1914 to $327.000.000 in 1919, the 
ratio of gold to notes declining from 
49.7 per cent in 1914 to 5.5 per cent In 
November. 1918. and 1.7 per cent in De- 
cember. 1919. 


In the eight principal countries of the 
allies paper notes increased from $1.166.- 
000,000 In 1914 to $2.420.000.000 in 1919. 
while the gold reserve increased from 
$516,000.000 to $1.450.000.000. a ratio of 
44.3 in 1914 and 59.9 in 1919.

is not the case.

like Rockefeller. Carnegie,
